CROSSES OF WOOD AND STONE. 
| TO THE EDIIOR OF THE I8)SH TIMES. 
September 14, 1860, 

Sra— Why, what a your Donnybrook correspon- 
dents do make about the solitary little cross on the gable o/ 
the new addition to their church! In deprecation of their 
wrath, the originator of that cross might, in imitation of Lot's 
intercession for Zoar, exclaim “ Is it nota little one ?” More- 
over, he might justly protest against the injustice of holding 
him up to reprobation, if a more flegrant innovation nearer 
your own door should be silently passed over. Whilst peer- 
ing throuch my spectacles at the grotesque novelties of Punch, 
in the window of a book shop in D'Olier-street, my eye was 
aitraeted by the picture of an ecclesiastical] edifice, purporting 
to be the intended substitute for the demolished church o! 
St. Audeon’s parish ; and, to my amazement, I discovered at 
least a decade of crucial decorations on and around 
the bailding (wherever a gable, a spire, or a point could 
afford a spot for crowding them), similar to that which has 
moved your friend of “ the Brook.” At least ten crosees, ii 
not more, I counted on the parts of the church that are 
shown in the lithograph ; and we may conjecture man) 
an may be forthcoming in the entire edifice when com- 
pieted. 

Now, prevention being easier than cure, here is an offerce 
which is not yet beyond remedy, and I trust the zeal and 
correct feeling of influential interferenee may be exerted to 
obviate the nuisance. The mischief is already accomplished 
in Donnybrook, and I fear we must leave the perpetrator to 
the ae of his hobby; but let not the centre of our 
city be disfigured by the return to mediwval architecture— 
that would ill become the enlightened Protestantism of 
Britain, 

My letter is already too long, or I would glance at the 
prevalling antry of the present day, in adopting the 
ans ..mbne little epire, at the side of the church, chapel, and 
School-houst, called a “ sprielet,” which seems to date from 
the faney displayed at St. John’s, Sandymount, and which 
has been closely copied in chapel and meeting-bouse in that 
locality, reminding one ofa pepper-castor, surmounted by a

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Limerick, September 15th, 1860. 

Dear Srn,— Your correspondent, “ Traveller,” in a letter 

o the Intsn Times of yesterday, referring to some altera- 
tiogs being made in the Cathedral of Limerick, states that, 
~ fot the so called improvements, the tomb of the celebrated 
Murrogh O'Brien, Earl of Inchiquin, was desecrated, and his 
remains torn from their last resting-place.” Ip this state- 
ment he is in error. In the first place, the tom is that of 
the celebrated Donogh O'Brien, fourth Kari of homond, 
who died im 4624; in the second place, it was not in any way 
nterfered with, nor was it necessary, nor would it be 
allowed, either by the Lord Bishop, the Dean and Chapter, 
or the O’Brien family, nor were the remains of the ear! 
‘torn from their last resting-place.” How aman of truth 
could put such a statement before the public is marvellous. 
Neither the monument nor the vaait have been touched. 
These very improvements have been carried out under 


the daily inspection of the Dean, and the drother 
of the present Earl of Inchiguin, who himself in- 
spected the work also. The floor of the chancel, 


parts of which were sinking, had to be repaired, as the 
old timber covérings of burial cribs with which the floor 
is studded had given way, and for other reasons. The en- 
trance to the Thomond vault, which is in the foundation wall. 
covered by a flag, had also gone in, For the information of 
the present earl Í went down into that vault, to see what 
state it was in, and there saw the skeletons of those who 
were interred there, inclading that of the first Earl of In.

great a statesman as be was a high-minded and benevolen' 
gentieman—a man who devoted himself to the claims ol 
bumanity when the strongest hearts quailed at the horrors of 
the Crimean difficulties. 

In regard to vther graves which * Traveller” may have 
seen the tops of and full of rubbish, | may state that severa! 
great men, in former times, and for ages, the ancient Bishops 
of Limerick were interred in the chancel fronting what was 
then the “ altar,” and for a considerable way down towards 
the nave. During the cepredations commzttedby I reton's tro: ps 
the monuments got nearty all abolished, and the graves in 

‘ured. Most of the burial cribs in this boney-combed floor 
vot filled with rubbish, and covered with so light a materia! 
that the flooring sank at many pointa into these graves, it 
became necessary to re-construct the floor, and the Dean of 
Limerick. with a leeling becoming his position, determined to 
have these graves preserved from desecration. Proper flag 
cuverings were put over the aisies and then a floor of 
brick aud grouting some inches thick, on which suitable tile- 
are to be laid. If the bones of “ Traveller” are half as well 
preserved from the spade of a heartless gravedigger, he 
will be more fortunate than I fancy falls to the lot of most

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men. The tomb of the Catholic Bishop, Cornelius (' Dea, 
who died in 1434, has been re-set by Mr. Robert O'Brien 
and in a manner to ensure its existence forcenturies. Several 
ober ancient Catholic monuments have been opened to

PRAYER MEETINGS, KILDARE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Friday, September 14th. 

Dear Sir,—As the subject of prayer meetings is now the 
anxious consideration of masy clergymen, whether they 
should be encouraged or discouraged, ] would humbly sug- 
gest one or two remarks upon it, and will feel much obliged 
by your giving them publicity. 


For many reasons, I think, prayer meetings t to be 
encouraged ; and even where they are not conducted alt r 
‘| as we would wish them to be, still we should weigh the 


matter well before we discourage them. i 

What do we wish our people tobe? Is it not that they 
should be the people of God, earnest, anxious, intelligant 
believers in the Lord Jesus Carist, and holy, harmless, and 
undetiled temples of the Holy Ghost? To make them sach 
do we not labour amongst them, both in the pulpit, the schools, 
and from house to house? To have them s do we not in 
our closets remember them constantly at the throne of grace / 
But are they sach? I ask, where is the minister who ean 
really say that all his people are as they ought to be, show- 
ing forth, by their lives, the Gospel of Jesus written on their 
hearts? Let the parish be ever so small, who is there that 
has not reason to lament the deadness, and apathy, and 
irreligion, and immorality of many of the members of his 
flock, with whom and over whom vital religion has no in 
fluence? And even of those who attend the public services 
of his church, and are, perhaps too, regular communicants, 
what minister is there that does not know many whose private 
lives and habits, if they were patent, would at once stamp 
them bypocrites and triflers with God ? 

ig ú as from personal experience, | can testify to the 
painful sensations which creep over the minister, as he 
stands up in his pulpit, and looks around on his c ion, 
and calls to mind the words of the Prophet Kzehiel, xxxiii. 
31-33. 

Now. I believe that no amount of individual exertion, no 
weight of personal intluence, no attention to preaching, or 
the reading of the Liturgy of our Church, on the part of the 
minister, can at the root of the private sins of our 
people. Who knows not the said fact, t whilst people 
may attend all the ordinancies of their Church, and whilst 
they may have the most perfect head knowledge of the Gos- 
pel truths, they may, at the Qene time, be dead in trespasses 
ind sings, We mast labour more abundantly for the real con 

version of our people, and, I believe, our ministry will 
only be attended with success towards this end according as 
we make a wise use of the opportunity afforded us by prayer 
meetings. Our people must be throwu more apon themselves. 
ihe mimister's motto should be, “Content to fill a little space 
God be glorified.” We should do all in our power to fos- 
er among them a sound public opinion; we should encou- 
rage them to pray, and train them how to de so in their 
somes and families; we should be delighted to bear of thi- 
man's and that man’s house being made a Bethel, and, by 
olding regular prayer meetings of our own as models for 
them to imitate, we should lead them in daily life to lean 
upon the Lord. No doubt, extravagancies may and wil] 
occur, for Satan will mar every good work ; bat, in encou. 
raging prayer meetings from house to house, we may be 
certain that a force will be brought to bear upon the mid- 
night drunkard, the sensualist, the card player, the gambler, 
be dis Hedient child, the foolish parent, the formalist, and 
he mocker at religion, which is unknown whea prayer meet- 
ings do not exist; and we will and that, accorJing as people 
experience the advantage of real prayer in their own hearts, 
they will bring the same po wer to bear upon their neighbours 
and relatives. E 

Commubkion in prayer seems to me to be the great sanctifier 
of pablic opinion— (i do not mean written prayer, but the free, 
earnest outpouring of the heart when it is most oppressed, 
and when i gives vent to its desires in the simple, un- 
etiered breathings of anxious faith and love.) It is this 
communion in prayer which really unites a people to their 
(god, their ministers, and one and other, and that none need 
dread from it a disaffection growing up towards the beau- 
t\iful Litergy of our Church. I have only to point to thos 
congregations amoagst whom prayer meeiiags have been 
conducted and ask, when are Sunday-schools, Church services, 
or the Holy Communion better attended ? 

We should not lose sight of this, whatever be the cause. a 
very great seriousness has crept over the minds of our people 
generally, which we ought to be glad to see and to encourage. 
Wherever the flames have come from, the iron is in a sult, 
malleable state. Ihe people anxiously look te their ministers 
‘or opportunities of common prayer, which they ask in a way 
hat shows they are determined to have them, and if their 
mioisters refuse their request, they may depend upon it the 
reins will be taken out of their hands and entrusted to others. 
| should be sorry that we should give way in principle. No- ! 
thing should induce us todo what is wrong, but really I do not 
see anything beyond what | would wish to see, when people, 
man ifest a strong desire to bow themselves befure the Lord, and 
osk me. as their minister, te lead them on. When are ear. 
nest in prayer, | must believe that the Holy Spirit will be 
given to belp their infirmities, and that He who is far more 
ready to bear than we to pray will, in a special manner, 
make allowances when they claim access to ilis throne of | 
grace through the merits of His Son; and when they meet 
together to seek the outpouring of tlis Holy Spirit, and to cast 
their burdens upon the Lord. “This poor man cried unto 
the Lord, and what was the consequence? * Where two or 
three are gathered together in my name,” what. is the pro- 
mise? Surely, the employment of the mind and soul in 
prayer is far less objectionable, at all events, than the way in 
which the greater number of our people spend their spare 
time, and could we but be in the position to judge between 
the homes and society of those who despise this wonderful 
movement, and those who have thrown themselves into it, 
we would have more than sufficient proof to show us that it 
has been the work of the Holy Spirit, aad that those are the 
most blessed who treasure up the words of the Prophet 
Malachi, when he says—iii. 16, 17—“*Then they that feared 
the Lord speak: often one to another, and the Lord hearkened 
and heard it, and a book of remembrance was written before 
him for them that feared the Lord, and that thought upon 
his name. And they shall be mine, saith the Lord of hosts, 
in that day when | make up my jewels; and I will spare them, 
as a man spareth his own son that serveth him.”
